SCHOOL REPORT. 


It is highly gratifying to the School board to be able to 
report the present good condition of the schools. Though 
we are far from claiming perfection in our schools, we be- 
lieve the Andover School District has reason to congratulate 
itself that, in the past year, the schools have been in nearly 
every instance, of a high class and successful to a high degree. 


It has been our aim to secure able and efficient teachers. 
and in most of the schools -were teachers of experience or 
those having competent preparation for the work. 


No large amount has been expended on the school build- , 
ings, but most of them have received more or less attention 
in the way of repairs and all of them, with the exception of 
the school house at West Andover, are in fairly good condi- 
tion. There are some sanitary improvements that must be 
made, if we haye any regard for the health of our children. 


All the schoolrooms not now supplied with bookcases 
should be furnished with them another year. 


The present system of delivering text books and other sup- 
plies causes considerable annoyance, both to teachers and 
pupils, by not having proper supplies on hand at the com- 
mencement of the terms. An effort will be made in the 
future whereby this delay can in a measure be avoided. 


All the schools in the district have been in session the same 
number of weeks, with the exception of the Boston Hill 
school, this school closing its summer term one week earlier 
on account of the illness of the teacher. Owing. to the fact 
that the appropriation for schools was somewhat less, this 
year, than in previous years, the schools were shortened sev- 
eral weeks. It is not true economy to pursue a penurious 
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policy in regard to the ‘cause of education. Let us have a 
greater interest in our schools and we shall have larger appro- 
priations and better schools. It is to be hoped that the town 
will make an appropriation the coming year that will give us 
three terms of school, one of twelve weeks and two of nine 
weeks each, respectively.
